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Senatorial Salaries. 


The Omaha Bee thinks there is a great 


deal to be said on both sides of the Sena 
torial salary qasstion -which was railed by 
the resignation of Senator Chace. Tbe 
plea that Senators can not live in Wash- 
ington on a salary of five thousand dollar* 
a year as befits the dignity of their posi- 
tion, and as is required by the social de- 
mands upon them, is not likely to have 
great weight with a majority of the paoplg. 
A Senator resides in Washington not to ex- 
ceed twelve months for an ordinary term 
of Congress, so that his salary is very 
nearly a thousand dollars a month for 
actual time spent in the national capita] a: 
a legislator. Host people will regard this 
at sufficient to enable a man of reasonable 
desires in the matter of living and socia 
enjoyment to gratify them. But the claim 
that the present salary is not adequati 
compensation for th« services, gendered ,ii 
entitled to more serious consideration 
The people will rot object to paying a jus 
salary for labor performed, if it be possible 
to determine the value of such labor, bn 
they will object to allowing any considers 
tion of style to enter into the matter. In 
any event there will be very email popula: 
support of the proposal to double Sena 
torial salaries. Doubtless there are Sen 
ators whose services are worth ten thou 
sund dollars a year to the country, but 
considerable number of them are overpaid 
at half that sum, nnd that could be no as- 
surance that an increase of salary would 
free the Senate of inferior men and others 
who give very little attention to their 
duties. It is certainly not desirable that 


. the Senate shall become a rich man's clnb, 


nor on the other hand is it desiruble that 
an overtaxed people should be required to 
pay tor the unnecessary style and luxuries 
o( their representatives. It unquestionably 
costs more to live respectably in Wash- 
ington thuo any other city in the country, 
but the great demand comes from the 
extravagance and the lavish display of 
society at the national capital, and these 
are growing from year to year, and stealily 
getting farther away from the moderation 
which ought to prevail in a republican 
government. If senators are to be paid so 
that they may be enabled to meet the 
requirements of this extravagance, there 
will have to be a general revision of the 
national o.ilury list, for there are other 
servants of the people who have quite as 
reasonable a claim to an increase of com- 
pensation.

UNION PACiriC SttKVBYS. 


What Attorney W. H. H. Hart Says. 


Tbe San Francisco Chronicle sajs: 
W. H. H. Hart, of this city, who is at- 


torney for the Union Pacific Railroad, and 
is therefore in a way to know a good many 
things ubont that company's intentions 
with respect to California, was closely 
questioned by a Chronicle reporter Wed- 
nesday on this important subject, 
Mr, 


Hart gaid there were many matters in con- 
ueoiion with the extension of tbe line on 
• hich he was not at liberty to speak, bnt 
that he conld assure the readers of the 
Chronicle that tbe Union Pacific bad been 
very actively at work of late with a view of 
entering California. Tbe State wonld be 
tapped both north and south, one road run- 
ning to San Francisco and another to Los 
Angeles. 
"Yes," said Mr. Hart, "the company 


has spent altogether about $70,000 in its 
surveys in this State and a targe sum for 
surveys in Nevada and Utah. Four differ- 
ent lines have been ran across the Sierras, 
all of them north of tbe Central Pacific. 
These ara through the Deer Creek pass, 
the North Fork of the Feather river, Pitt 
river and Cow creek and. Barney valley. 
The last survey work was done down to 
Oroville, BO that the line has been pro 
jeoted nearly to this city." 


"At what point will tbe Bay be reached?" 


was asked. 
"Most likely at Tibnron, the terminus of 


tbe Donahue line. Tbe road would ran 
down tbe Sacramento Valley and then 
cross over into Marin connty via Napa, 
That is an easy route and a very good one 
Then with a steamer tine Irom Tibnron, 
to this city the Union Pacific would be in 
as good n position as far as terminals are 
concerned as any transcontinental line 
might desire." 


"Are not tbe Union Pacific people in 


clined to take advantage of the Belt Bail- 
road scheme?" 


•They are. It will save them or any

from 


$3,000,000 to $4,000,000, which is some- 
thing "of an object.

It will cost about $150, 
000 with a suitable depot and will be a 
double-track affair with numerous switches. 
Yea, it will be a fine thing for San Fian- 
cisco, as it will encourage more transconti- 
nental lines here than any other thing that 
could be deviser!."

The Bat.'o Mountain Central Nevadan 


says: 


A. M. Dunlap drove into town ia a 


backboard last week, coming from Squaw 
Valley, by the old Bock Creek road, where 
he has been engaged for the past five 
months building outhouses for the Nevada 
Land & Cattle Company, having worked 
np 1400 feet of lumber. 
He reports con- 


tinued prosperity for the company under 
the management of T. D. Parkinson, an 
old-timer, well known in this section and 
over the entire State, who was. at one 
time, a civil engineer of Virginia City, also 
owner of large interests oil Kelly Creek 
north of here. 


Thirteen hundred acres are seeded to 


alfalfa, where a few years ago sagebrush 
covered the surface, and 1,000 acres would 
have been reclaimed this season but for 
the scarcity of water caused by the droughts 
of the past two y«ars, which also BCOOUDIS 
for no grain being sowed. 
Still, with this 


set back to contend with, the English 
company are making a mint of money. 
Mr. Parkinson's 
professional 
abilities 


enabled him, many years since, to foresee 
the great benefits to be derived from stor- 
age of water, and, organizing a syndicate 
for such purposes, a large reservoir was 
constructed. To-day the Squt.w Valley 
improvements bedeck the barren section us 
on oasis in the desert. 
To illustrate what 


has been accomplished in the valley, which 
was considered an unproductive wilderness, 
we may state that from 25 to 75 men fiud 
employment, whose trade with the mer- 
chants of Winnemncca alone, not figuring 
on the city parehaRes, amounts to as high 
as $2,000 a month. These goods are 
bought ia Winnemucoa, shipped by roil to 
Golconda and thence hauled by teams to 
the ranch, requiring five days to make a 
round trip, covering 110 miles. Mr Dun- 
lap made from the company's headquarters 
to town in eight hours, and as the distance 
is only 35 miles it may be wondered at 
why this extensive business has been 
abducted from its natural channel and 
allowed to deviate some 30 miles. 


The men in the employ of the company 


have been engaged from iu the neighbor- 
hood of Winnernucca and their attention! 
were intuitively turned to that place and 
the fact that Battle Mountain was so close, 
offering as good, if not butter, inducements, 
was thereby overlooked; but the main 
obstacle has been the fact that there is no 
roadway between our burg and there over 
which a loaded wagon con'd pass, thus 
shutting off any 
opportunity whereby 


traffic could be obtained. 


When the Bock Creek mines attracted 


attention, a road was built, but the ele 
ments have almost destroyed the las 
vestige, yet, by attention being paid to this 
important matter, a fine route coold be 
laid off at but little expenso. A prominen 
citizen of town has volunteered to con 
tribute $100 towards the improvements 
and as there is a good road to Bradley'n 
18 miles .distant from the point in view, a 
week, or two, of work would give Battl 
Mountain the advantages of a large country 
patronage.

AK ANCIENT CEMETERY," 


PREHISTORIC 
RELICS 
UNEARTHED 


IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


An UUod Graveyard Where the Indian* 


Burled Their Dead—Pipes, Bead* Arrow 
Bends, Tomalumlu and Other Things 
Discovered—Teeth Wonderfully Sonnd. 
Eight miles up the Potomac riverfrom 


Romney, W. Va., ia a small island cut 
off from . the main line by a mill race. 
This island is nearly all Band and made a 
splendid burying place for the aborigines 
of this country. For a space of 60 by 
200 yards there are many graves about 
two to three feet in depth and contain- 
ing, besides skeletons of Indians, many 
peculiar relics, such as beads, shells, 
pipes, arrow heads, bones of qnimqla 
once used for food, pottery, etc. 


Two years ago the river rose higher 


than it had been known to rise for years. 
It washed out this mill race, and -when 
the Jbanks cared in there -were exposed 
to view many skeletons, as above men- 
tioned. The farmers and boys of the 
neighborhood vi&.'^d the place out of 
curiosity and carried off many articles. 
No account was printed at the time, and 
no examination of the place was made 
until The World called the attention of 
the Smithsonian men to this find, and a 
letter was at onco written there to tho 
postmaster. But before a reply came I 
was well on my way to the scene of the 
discovery. 


DIGQINQ tTP THE BONES. 


Six men were engaged, and the spot 


where the graves lay was carefully dug 
over. It was found that about forty 
skeletons had been, exhumed by the 
freshet and carried away by the waters. 
Many more remained, some of which 
had been disturbed by tbo plow, for they 
were buried only two feet deep. One of 
these was found to have interred with 
the body stone tips for his arrows, beads 
as a necklace, a whole pot of clay rudely 
fashioned and holding several decayed 
bones of the deer. This had been his 
cooking vessel, and when interred with 
tho warrior it was filled with deer joints, 
"luscious and juicy," the meat of which 
sustained his soul in its march through 
the Happy Hunting Grounds. 


Another skeleton had a similar outfit 


placed with it. Mr»iy of the bodies were 
buried in cramped positions, few were 
extended as we placs our dead, many 
bones were missing and the skulls of 
some individuals seemed cnished and 
broken. I therefore drew a conclusion 
that most of these warriors were killed 
in battle. As it was the Indian custom 
to mutilate the bodies of the slain, in 
some instances to smash the skulls, the 
condition of the skeletons is easily ac- 
counted for. In the loose earth thrown 
out of the excavations and everywhere 
about the surface we found arrow points, 
broken pottery, copper beads, glass 
beads, shells, parts of stone tomahawks, 
9tc. 'One excavation revealed an old fire- 
place. We took out about five bushels 
of ashes, the bones of deer, buffalo and 
ground hog. The buffalo or bison bones 
are seldom met with in the east. It is 
known that the bison roamed all over 
this country, but the whites found him 
further west than the Mississippi. There- 
fore the date of this burial place can be 
placed very far back. The presence of 
glass and copper beads shows the tribe 
had contact with tho whites. But these 
beads were found on the surface and not 
buried with the bodies. 


AXOTHER' INDIAN VILLAGE. 


After examining this cemetery I went 


twelve miles down tho river to another 
Indian, village site. With a force of 
seven men I began work in some high 
slay banks which fronted the river. 
Here the bodies had never been disturbed 
and lay just as the Indians had left them. 
We took out nearly twenty entire skele- 
tons. The skulls of a number were pre- 
served whole, and when any fell to pieces 
the fragments wero large enough to ad- 
mit of their being put together. The 
average depth of these graves was three 
feet. With ono we found a copper plate, 
a fine dish of clay with handles and hold- 
ing on tho inside a shell with strange 
markings on it. Tho copper plate was 
not of European manufacture. It was 
the native Lake Superior copper ham- 
mered out in a cold state by the Indians, 
was about fivo inches long, two inches 
wide and perforated for suspension as an 
ornament. 


Another body had a necklace of sixty- 


two bone beads, while a third had over 
three hundred small beads. These had 
been placed in a mass by the left fore- 
arm, but had not been strung. A bone 
awl almost as sharp as a needle and 
wonderfully well preserved accompanied 
tliis man. The farmer owning the place 
presented me with another copper plate 
and a stone tomahawk, which he had 
plowed up not long before. I also secured 
a good clay pipe found with one of the 
skeletons. This pipe was shaped some- 
what like our cigar holders, only larger, 
and was made of hard burned clay, red 
in color. 


•The remarkable feature of all Indian 


skulls is the state of preservation in which 
wo find their teeth. 
I never, with but 


one or two exceptions, found a truly pre- 
•historic skeleton in which the teeth wero 
not without sign of decay. 
Sometimes 


when the bones are almost ready to fall 
into dust tho teeth- remain sound. 
Whether it is due to their diet of moats, 
not having known the use of any of our 
modern 
teeth destroying foods and 


sweetmeats, I leave for the-consideration 
of the dental fraternity. After this place 
had been examined we dug into a large 
mound of earth and stone, 80 by 40 feet, 
6 feet high. In that wo found the skele- 
ton of a brave warrior covered with sev- 
eral large sheets of mica, (This may 
have been used as a looking gloss.) Sev- 
eral black flint arrow heads, lay by his 
side, and over his breast lay an ornament 
of black slate with - two perforations. 
The ornament was highly polished and 
presented a beautiful appearance. Thus 
ended the work. A total of fifty bodies, 
in part or entire, was taken out and the 
article corroborated. 
Probably half a 


dozsn women and eight children com- 
prised the whole number.—Warren K. 
Moorebead in New Yotk World. 


THE 
PAGODA AT RANGOON. " 


Throwing Gold and Silver Into Crucibles 


to Make a Bird's Wine. 


A correspondent of an Indian paper 


describes a ceremony •which took place 
at Rangoon.' It seems that in:a re- 
cent earthquake the bird's wing of 
gold and precious stones crowning 
the great Rangoon pagoda was thrown 
down and injured, 


The trustees of the building called 


on tho people for subscriptions for a 
new one, and in threo weeks a sum of 
about 80,000 rupees was collected. 
It 


was notified that the melting of the 
gold and silver would take place and 
that it would be the last opportunity 
of contributing. In one of the large 
rooms of the pagoda two large cruci- 
bles were placed, one for gold, the 
other for silver. Hundreds of -men 
and women, girls, boys and small chil- 
dren passed by, dropping their silver 
or gold ornaments into the crucibles, 
or handing their precious stones to.the 
clerk for the purpose of being set in 
the bird's 
wing. 
Women gayly 


dressed 
and covered with jewels 


passed by, and, taking a couple of 
gold bangles from each arm, threw 
them into the pot, or they took off 
rings, and, handing the stones to tho 
clerk, added tho gold to the melting 
mass. Those who had no gold put ru- 
pee coins into the silver crucibles and 
handed over others to the clerk for 
the use of the pagoda; even the beg- 
gars came and ailoed their mites. 


All parted with their treasure with- 


out a sigh, and, in fact, seemed glad 
to give it for such a devout purpose. 
All their good deeds are so many 
rungs mounted on the ladder towards 
heaven. The Shans went in a body of 
twenty men and presented a diamond 
weighing seventy-five carats, -which 
is to be placed as tho chief ornament 
in the wing. 
The silver melted 


amounted to 7,580 rupees, that collect- 
ed to 3,525 rupees; the gold melted to 
13,800 rupees, and the precious stones 
given were valued at 23,000 rupees. 
The wing that fell down was valued at 
1S2,500 rupees, and the one to replace 
it will be worth.175,000 rupees. 


The umbrella ornament at the top 


of the same pagoda (the Shaw-da-goan) 
is said to have cost King Mindine Mm 
six lacs of rupees. It is of pure gold, 
richly set with gems, and is actually 
fifteen feet high, although at its pres- 
ent elevation it does not seem two 
feet. 
The pagoda itself is 328 feet 


high, and the hillock on which it 
stands is about 100 i'cet. The pagoda 
is surrounded by the barracks of the 
British troops, and the magazines are 
said to be hi the hillocks on which it 
is built.—St. James' Gazette.

She 
is an estimable lady, and is'highly es- 
teemed in Zenith City society and 
charitable circles. It is probaby not 
generally known that Col. Graves' 
life was finally saved by the insertion 
of a silver tube into the bullet wound, 
which passed through the left lung.

WHAT CAUSES MIRTH? 


Sydney Smith's Answer to This Query, with 


Some Clear n lustrations. 


Sydney Smith gave the true answer 


when he said that the form of mental 
pleasure we call mirth was due to the dis- 
covery of a congruity in a Beeming incon- 
gruity or the reverse. This is best illus- 
trated by an example. Boileau had a 
brother who was a mauvais sujet, failed 
in life and came to ask for help. Boileau 
upbraided him with his misconduct, 
coin ted out how they had both started in 
life under equally favorable conditions 
and with equal chances, and yet how dif- 
ferently they had got on. "Ahl but just 
think," exclaimed the brother, "what an 
immense advantage you had over me in 
brothers!" 


Tho discovery of the point, the seeing 


of the joke is, says Sydney Smith, analo- 
gous to the pleasant mental feeling in 
discovering something quite new, or in 
suddenly understanding something dark 
to us before. This sensation is always 
pleasant, but in a joke the discovery, 
since it is carefully prepared for, is mo- 
mentary, unexpected, and without toil, 
and therefore far more highly pleasura- 
ble than the ordinary mental discovery. 


To take another example, that of the 


wooden pavement before St. Paul's: "If 
the dean and chapter would only lay 
their heads together the thing would be 
done," said Sydney Smith. Here very 
clearly the fun is in the pleasure occa- 
sioned by the instant mental discovery 
of the connection, notwithstanding the 
apparent complete incongruity between 
the heads of the dean and chapter and 
the wood pavement. 


Now, 
the slower a mind works the 


more difficulty it has in quickly follow- 
ing out tho congruity through the ap- 
parent incongruities, or the incongruity 
through the apparent congruities, and so 
in seeing tho joke. 
Men with slow 


minds, then, prefer the plainest form of 
discovery, such as the mere noticing 
that something out of the ordinary is 
going on, as when a man clowns it by 
putting on an enormous hat, a carroty 
wig and a sea green coat. Thus, all 
stupid and dull witted people are most 
easily amused by caricature and horse 
play, and those minds which, though 
they are powerful, are also sluggish, find 
it too hard work to follow mentally the 
lightning flash in a finely wrought ver- 
bal epigram. 


No doubt such a theory as this postu- 


lates that the man who likes Lamb and 
Sydney Smith, but says he sees no joke 
at all in buffoonery, really means that 
ho only sees a very little joke, and that 
he does not care for it because he can see 
so much more in other things. This, 
however, agrees with common experi- 
ence. The man fond of tho highest kind 
of wit is never really unable to see the 
fun of tho clown, though it may boro 
him by its smalluess, and if he is scien- 
tifically minded he no more refuses to 
call it a kind of wit, humor or fun than 
he does to call vin ordinaire wine, though, 
as a matter of fact, what ho really con- 
siders wine is Lafltte. All the mirth 
causing agents tire of one kind and differ 
only in degree, though tho degrees are 
often intense.—London Spectator. 


American Itnsh. 


One has only to contemplate tho men 


and their movements about ono of the 
larger hotels to understand just how fast 
the American people are really living. 
The commercial men, especially, are liv- 
ing on tho lightning plan, and the rest 
of us are not very far behind. Tho man 
who travels extensively today rarely re- 
ceives any communication except by 
telegraph. Ho figures his day's work by 
the minutes, and estimates just what 
every second is worth to him. Even the 
hotel registers are illustrations of the 
economy of time. The man from Chicago 
writes it "Chi.," Philadelphia is "Phil.," 
Cleveland"Clev.,"Harrisburg"H'burg," 
Cincinnati "Cin.," and so on through the 
entire list of American cities with the 
exception of the man from Boston, and 
he invariably writes it "Boston, Mass." 
He can't afford to sacrifice so great a 
distinction,—Buffalo Courier.

The first 
Darned is an Irish lady of about 60 or 
65, short, stout, round faced and al- 
ways dressed—according to American 
ideas—very unfashionably. The queen 
is the grandest of the grand army of 
dowdily dressed old English ladies, 
whose apparel would drive an Ameri- 
can woman crazy if she were obliged to 
wear it 
Loosely fitting- bodices, lace 


shawls, enormous caps, plainly band- 
ed hair-^-natural or a "scratch"—mitts 
and reticule, are component parts of 
this get up a la Eeine victoria. By its 
wearers it is considered the dignfiied 
and becoming thing for elderly wo- 
men ; while the yellow skinned, thin 
old woman, with an abundance of ela- 
borately dressed gray hair, no cap, 
diamond earrings and tightly fitting 
Parisian costume is looked upon as 
one of the most offensive of American 
products, and 'is the constant subject 
of derision from English pens, pencils 
and voices. 


Although Mrs. Cashel Hoey has 


been for many years before the pub- 
lic as a writer, and has produced ex- 
cellent work in fiction, she has never 
been fortunate enough to achieve a 
wonderful paying success. She has 
told mo that her earnings average £500 
a year, about $2,500, or $50 a week. 
She values her American connection 
very highly, and acknowledges that 
the larger part of her income is de- 
rived from America. 


Having formed a literary partner- 


ship for copyright purposes with John 
Lillie, the Harpers are able to protect 
her later writings, and pay her with 
the promptness and liberality for 
which their name is a synonym. Mrs. 
Hoey lives in a pretty house m the old 
court suburb, Kensington, not far 
fr.om the beautiful town house of the 
duke of Argyll on Campden Hill. 
Her husband is a legal light, and is a 
permanent member of tho counsel for 
the management of the Prince of 
"Wales' Eothesay estates. This office 
brings him a salary of £1,000 per an- 
num, so that financially as well as so- 
cially, Mr. and Mrs. Cashel Hocy arc 
in an enviable position. 


Mrs.. Campbell Praed is a graceful, 


delicate young woman about 35. She 
comes of a good family, and tho name 
of her husband is also that of one of 
the gentility. She is a charmingly ar- 
tistic dresser, and as 'far as her health 
will permit associates with a gay find 
fashionable set. Her novels are wide- 
ly read, but in England are kept away 
from young readers exactly as those 
of Ouida. They are in a certain sense 
brilliant, but are restricted to the de- 
lineation of scenes and manners of n 
fast and loose class of people—a Mud 
only too prominent in large cities in 
this feverish age.
